DOMINATE COTTON 


Prices Go Up 25 to 30 Points in 
Morning, but Break Nearly 
100 in Afternoon.

Present Situation Will Bring 
Spots: to Market. 





‘The “almost complete control the 
weather is. exercising over the cotton 
market was illustrated yesterday. In 
the forenoon prices went up 25 to 30 
points on reports of continuation of bad 
and wet weather in parts of the belt 
where hot and dry weather is needed. 
In the afternoon, when the bureau re- 
ported showers over Western and North- 
ern Texas, where rains have been badly 
needed for some weeks, prices broke 
nearly 100 points from the early tops. 

Other factors, however, are beginning 
to have weight with the big trade inter- 
ests. There is the campaign against the 
hi cost of living, for one thing, and 
the dawning realization that the forces 
of natural law are very likely to assert 
themselves in the near future on the side 
of the bears. The Federal Reserve 
Banks in the South have been display- 
ing diminishing reserve ratios for sev- 
eral weeks past and private reports 
from bankers in the belt indicate that 
the credit situation there is far from 
what it should be, 

It is ‘expected that if this situation 
continues in the direction it has been 
going recently a lot of spot’ cotton will 
be brought: to the market. Reports of 
resales of spots by New England mill 
interests are gaining substantiation, and 
brokers say there is a chance that prices 
for futures -soon will begin to feel the 
pinch. Spots here were down 40 points 
yesterday to 41.10c for middling. This is 
lower than at any time since the middle 
of March; and compares with  43.25c 
reached on March 23 and again on April 
16.. The decline is not great, but there 
are comearyartys eecuye in the trade who 
think it significant. 

Yesterday’s exports were the largest 
for any day of the week, amounting to 
16,404 bales, all of which went to the 
Continent. For the full week the total 
was 71;477 bales, the smallest for any 


week this Spring. The exporters still 
adhere to the idea that they will im- 


‘prove next month, however, and are not 


greatly concerning themselves over pres- 
ent reductions.

ASK COURT 10 QUASH 
COAL INDICTMENTS 


Counsel for 125 Miners and Op- 
erators Assert Findings Are Un- 
constitutional and inoperative. 








FAIL To SHOW LAW BREACH 





Judge Anderson ’ Previously Had 
Denied Pilea in Abatement— 
Simms Quizzed on Error. 





INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 7.—Mo- 
tions. to quash ‘the indictment against 
‘125 bituminous coal miners and opera- 
tors of Indiana, Ohio, Illinois and Penn- 
-‘sylvania were filed in the Federal Court 
here this afternoon by Charles Evans 
Hughes, chief counsel for the indicted 
miners, and Samuel D. Miller and James 
A. Bingham, of counsel for te oper- 
ators. & 

The motions attack the constitutional- 
ity of-the. sections of the Lever Food 
Control act on which the indictments 
are based, and assert that these sections 
are inoperative since they relate to the 
fuel industry. 

Sections 4, 9 and 26 and the amend- 
ment to Section 4 of the Lever act, 
both the miners’ counsel and the oper- 
ators’ lawyers asserted, are in contra- 
diction to the Fifth Amendment of the 
Constitution, in that they deprive per- 
sons of their liberty and property with- 
out due process of law, and of the Sixth 
Amendment, in that they cause crim- 


accused persons of the nature of the 
charges against them. 

The indictments are defective and in- 
sufficient, the motions assert; because 
they ‘‘ purport to relate to a period dur- 
ing which the President.of the United 
States, under Section 25 of the act of 
Congress of Aug. 10, 1917, exercised 
powers of regulation confided in him, 
and that during that period said statu- 
tory provisions of Sections 4, 9 and 26 
were inoperative and were intended to 
be inoperative and the obligations and 
duties of those engaged in the bitumi- 
nous coal industry were determined by 
rules made by’ the President under the 
authority .conferred on him by Con- 
gress.” — 

Each of the counts of the 4ndictment, 
the motions assert, fails to charge an 
offense under any law of the United 
States, with the certainty required ‘by 
law. The indictments wtre ambiguous, 
os magyar yore wy vague and indefi- 
nite, it is. d .’ The motions in each 
case paltera ted the plea in abatement 
which was overruled by Judge A 
Andergon soon after noon.
